In order to comply with the provisions of law affecting the municipal 
inances, it is necessary to group the City accounts under these two general 
leads, and to keep them separate. and distinct. Together they include 
:he entire receipts and expenditures of the Corporation. While the Comp- 
Toller, as the chief financial officer of the municipality, is the executive 
n charge of both accounts, his administration of the one is, to a great 
jxtent, governed by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment ^ and 
)f the other by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund^.

The Tax Levy for the year 1896 was based on a total valuation of 
estates, real and personal, subject to taxation in the City and County of 
New York, of $2,106,484,905.

I.— AMOUNT AND RATE OF TAXES AND WHEN LEVIED.— The amount of taxes 
imposed by ordinance adopted at 2 o'clock and 33 minutes p. m. on Thursday, August 
27, 1896, was $44,9CX),330.28. The rate of tax upon the assessed valuations of real and 
personal estate, amounting to $2,049,363,688, is 2.14 per centum, that is to say, $2.14 on 
$100, $21.40 on $1,000. And the rate of tax upon the assessed valuation of personal 
estate of such corporations, joint-stock companies or associations as are subject to local 
taxation thereon, amounting to $57,121,217, is $1.8276 per centum, that is to say, $1.82 
on $100, $18.27 on $1,000, $182.76 on $10,000.

INFORMATION FOR TAXPAYERS. 
III. — Directions as to the Payment of Taxes. 

1. Tax Bills. — Persons applying for bills of taxes are requested to 
state whether the tax is upon personal or real estate ; and before paying 
any tax bill, the same should be carefully examined, to see that it embraces 
all the property on which taxes are intended to be paid, and that there 
are no mistakes in the section, block and ward or lot numbers of the real 
estate stated thereon. 

2. Real Estate is described and distinguished on the Ward Maps 
kept in the Office of the Commissioners of Taxes and Assessments, by a 
separate section, block or ward number, and persons applying for bills of 
taxes on real estate should be careful to state the correct section, block 
and ward or lot numbers as shown on the Ward Maps, which can be 
readily referred to by applicants for bills. 

3. Erroneous Assessments. — The Commissioners of Taxes and 
Assessments have power to correct an erroneous assessment on real estate 
before the collection of the tax. The application therefor must be made 
to these Commissioners within six months from the time the tax books 
are delivered to the Receiver for collection. 

4. Discount Allowed for Prompt Payment. — Persons who pay 
their taxes before the first day of November next are entitled to a discount 
at the rate of six per cent, per annum, to be computed from the time of 
payment to the first day of December next succeeding. 

5. Penalties for Non-payment. — If any tax is not paid before the 
first day of December, one per cent, will be added to it. If not paid 
before the first day of January, interest is charged at the rate of seven 
per cent, per annum from the day the books are delivered to the Receiver 



of Taxes. If personal taxes are not paid by the fifteenth day of January, 
the Receiver may issue his warrant to the Marshal for their collection by 
distress and sale.

" All the revenues of the Corporation not by law otherwise specifically 
appropriated shall, when received into the City Treasury, be credited to 
the General Fund" (section 179, New York City Consolidation Act of 
1882), and ^* Any balances of appropriations remaining unexpended, after 
allowing sufficient to satisfy all claims payable therefrom, may, at any time 
after the expiration of the year for which they were made, be transferred 
by the Comptroller, with the approval of said Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, to the General Fund of the City, and applied to the 
reduction of taxation " (section 207, New York City Consolidation Act of 
1882).

Revenue Bonds of 1896. — From the summary above, it appears 
that more than 421^ per cent, of the amount of money borrowed in 1896 
was on Revenue Bonds for current expenses. The fiscal year of the Cor- 
poration is the calendar year. The taxes levied for the general expenses 
of the City Government are not collectible until about October i of each 
year. It therefore becomes necessary, during nine months of the year, 
to borrow money to meet the current expenses of administration. This is 
done on Revenue Bonds, which are issued in anticipation of taxes, pur- 
suant to section 154, New York City Consolidation Act of 1882. The 
amount that may be issued in any one year is limited to the amount of the 



Tax Levy and the estimated revenues of the General Fund in that year.
